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COTTONSEED  HEVIEff  -  SOUTHWESTEBIT  AREA 

Cottonseed  movement  is  practically  over  in  the  Hio  Gyande  Valley,  heavy  in  the  Coastal  Bend  area 
and  is  increasing  in  the  upper  coastal  counties  and  in  central  Texas. 

.  Certificates  received  during  August  indicate  comparatively  high  grades  in  districts  9  o-nd  10  \7ith 
fci^or  grades  in  the  northern  portion  of  district  8  and  in  district  5  where  the  first  seed  is 
■beginning  to  move.    Oil  mill  prices  "as  is  tesis"  ranged  from  $55  per  ton  f.o.h.  gins  in  districts 
5  and  8  to  $6o  in  districts  9  stnd  10,  while  gin  prices  to  farmers  were  $52  to  $55  pcr  ton. 

Supplies  of  vegetahle  oils  generally  continue  far  short  of  roquiromonts.     Inventories  of  fats  and 
oils  on  JTjne  1  were  36  per  cent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  indications  wore  that  production  of 
domestic  materials  in  the  second  half  of  1945  will  be  smaller  than  in  this  period  last  year.  The 
total  acreage  of  oilseed  in  the  United  States  in  1945  is  estimated  at  39.7  million  acres  against 
41.0  million  last  year.    Indicated  acreage  of  cottonseed  is  down  10  per  cent  and  production  is 
forecast  at  17  per  cent  less  than  in  1944*    Acreages  of  soy  beans  are  also  lower  than  last  year, 
peanuts  about  the  same,  but  the  acreage  of  flaxseed  has  been  increased  36  per  cent. 

Cottonseed  production  in  1945~46  will  total  4«179»000  tons  if  the  ratio  of  cotton  lint  to  cotton- 
seed is  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  last  five  years  and  if  the  cotton  crop  approximates  the 
August  forecast.    Weather  conditions  have  been  mostly  favorable  to  cotton  during  August,  except 
for  too  much  rain  in  parts  of  the  southeast  and  storm  damage  to  some  cotton  in  south  Texas.  '  ^ 

Cottonseed  production  in  1944-45  totaled  4i  901,000  tons  and  the  10-year  (1934-43)  average  produc- 
tion was  5,175,000  tons. 

The  crush  of  cottonseed  in  1944^45  '"a-s  4f 253, 000  tons,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
This  was  almost  87  per  cent  of  the  estimated  production  and  compared  with  3,955«000  tons  in  the 
p^receding  year  or  slightly  over  84  per  cent  of  production.    The  preliminary  Census  figures  indi- 
ca,\ie  a  little  smaller  outturn  of  cottonseed  products  per  ton  of  seed  crushed  in  1944^45  than  in 
the  jpi^  cding  season.    Stocks  of  cottonseed  in  oil  mills  on  July  31,  1945-  approximated  220,000 
t<ms  a^iiinst  llB.OOO  a  year  earlier. 


The  saftapling  and  grading  of  cottonseed  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Prodactlon  and  Marketing 
Admiy  stration.    From  reports  received  during  August,  1945«  following  data  are  given  relative
